Soma will lust for 
muDtbd, while others apparently as sounil 
and good, will tireuk after a short uso wiibou' 
any apparaot cause, An exchaoge says thii 
great cause of their brittlcDess and breaking 
so easily lies in the material they are madu 
from. There is -'shoddy' in glass as well as 
in cloth. ^Obeapnesa being the order of Ibe 
day, a great many manufaotuters make 
chimneys from gilioaieof lime instead of sili- 
cate of lead. Tba glass made from lbs sili- 
cate of lime has about tbe following propor- 
tions: Sand, 100; soda, 45; lime 20 lo 25; 
nitre 7 to 10. Limo being a non-oonduo- 
tor of heat, tho chimney will not bear tbe 
expansion caused by tho heat, and if, by 
gradual heating, tho chimney t'ooa not break 
on the lamp, a few times heating m.ike.4 it 
so brittir) that it breaks witli tho least cflort 
at cleaning it, no raattor how much euro is 
used. 'J'ho uninitiated may toll tho d:fljronce 
of tba chimneys made of thaao different qaali» 
ties of glass by ringing them; (be vibration 
from the lead, glass cbjroney ,haf.a sweet, 
belMlke sonnd, while the liine glass has a 
short, harsh sound.

The mar- 
riage ceremony was performed about 
three weeks since, nnd the bride's father, 
suspecting there was something wrong 
iibout his new son-in-hiw, obtained an 
interview, nnd informed her of his suspic- 
ion tliat she was not what sho pretended 
to bo. At first she clamed that she was 
a man, but on closer questioning finally 
admitted that she was a female. She has 
mirkcd features, promneut nose, high 
c loek bones, black hair worn long (for a

ently brushed and oiled with care. She 
wears a glazed cap, blue coat, blue shirt, 
dirk vest, suuff-colored pants, gaiter 
boots, and a shawl over her thouldcrs ;

The repori ol Mr. Uamelt's lecture (or 
the lecture given by Mr. Ilarnet on Mon- 
day ovening) suggests the review of the 
present condition and prospects of the 
Colony. For prosperity we must look, 
not so mnch to political accidents as to 
our permanent resources. Qubcrnatoriiil 
wisdom for developing may be urgently 
desired ; but tho genaine' wealth to bo de- 
veloped mnat altimately be depended ^on. 
The lecture referred to presents a picture 
that mast have cbaruicd many who were 
preTidnsly- alarmed. Whilst some trill 
not deem the statements peculiarly new, 
most will admit"tbat they' are positively 
true. And we are glad to observe an 
awakening in the Geld around us. After 
the winter of our discontent, when politics 
have engrossed exclusive attentic^u, it is a 
cheering fact that an andience'eomposcd 
of the heads of our courts, churches, 
banks, Hudson Bay Co., and many of our 
mercantile firms, assembled to hear the 
result of his explorations by a Etrnnger. 
It shows thnt apathy is yicldng to 
anxiety. And, indeed, it is not only 
proper but profitable to encounige anyone 
inclined to speak well of us. Isolutod in 
position and injured by fulso iinprcssions 
abroad, we are under obligations to those 
who give a good report. Only two years 
ago, the Chamber of Commerce made nn 
efibrt to distribute information regarding 
onr gold fields, and it is exceedingly for- 
tunate that another instrument has been 
found which, if not so eOicicnt, is certainly 
nc^<r80|ezpo]isive; To ;the> pf^^epeated 
^n^stlonf what li^ve''we in '^the' (Dold^ ? 
the mep epD,naeration of our ^m|QiDg ^fields 
and companies 'is aii' answer ^al^os't' suffi- 
cient, lu Oarib'oo, arSiind''^ Richfield, we 
have William lOrisek and. Lowbee, from 
ifhick'fbHanesrtliSTei been extracted," and 
nnmerouB^ companies still at work in well 
assured- /-expectation. Tho. California 
claim alone has taken out $150,000. Op- 
posite Barkerville there is Conkllu's 
gulch, with the Davis, the Aurora, the 
Ericson, tho Sawmill, the Borenlis and 
other claims, where surprising strikes 
have been made. The expenses for these 
have bccu great, hut tbe^nreturiia much 
greater. The Aurora, for instance, cost 
8100,000, but it has yielded 6203,405. 
Iq Cameroiitown, named after one who 
left our Colony with a pile of 8100,000, 
the same stream of wealth is continued. 
lirfiifeV the meadows that lie below form a 
reservoir for the precious deposit ; uiifor- 
tnnately, the water has defied develop- 
ment of this, although $600,000 have been 
e^pe'plied in'.;the frnitless'att^ It has 
been ' estimated' that' the Jack of Clubs, 
fake ' could lie tapped at an expense of 
850,000. If done,' the tunnel woulid pro- 
boblj pay itself, and the-^tneadows and 
Qtber land redeemed woul^^gi've 'emploj-f 
ment' to 5000 men. Ti;e «>CewM claims 
wrought last j,^ax on Mosquito Creek a.nd 
]^ed Gulch, near the lake, which' were 
abandoned in 1863, have poid remarkably 
well Not only Mosquito but Grouse 
Creek came into proraineiico last year. 
The Heron claim is an example. Lo- 
cated iu 1804 and divided into eight 
interests, tho working expon.ses were 
81.50,000 and tho returns §300,000. 
Supposed to bo wrought out, it was 
bought last year for $4,000, ami the five 
purchasers, after cutting fifteen feet deep, 
got for a time between SO and 100 ouiice.s 
per week. Tho riches of this creek were 
revealed last summer by tho lawsuit 

S'aich threotoned to distnt-b tho peace of 
e.iColonyj aiNot: to speak o^ 'Antler 
Creek, Beggs, Stephens, California and 
Jones Gulches ; Kietbleys Creek, the two 
iJnow. Shoes, .and South Qnesueile lake, 
Wiih'Ciidar/Oreek, Blhckbear Creek 'and 
the Coquette, in all of which both Cau- 
casian and Celestial have been laboring 
with sncoess. ^be.l^tbBri;'jB37e been doing 
80 well on the benca 'claims at tho mouth 
of Qiiesnello and tho region around that 
we are assured of a largo aecesnioii to 
their number next year. Tlieso sons of 
silence thrive in tho land. Why, it turns 
out that for three years a number, un- 
known and untaxed, have been tukiiig 
out good pay on one of tho creeks near, 
which would never have been beard of 
but from a quarrel among themselves. 
Ilydraulicing will luako the bank.s of the 
Fraser and the Thomp.son richer than the 
Panks,, of Britiab' , ]Sf,octh. . Awefipft oi: 

and jn.inapy outlying valleys, good proi!* 
picisiyirs iiii.ee.n'|dabd. But Cariboo, Qite£- 
ndlle',"iirid'^'''ijillo6et' are only li portion of 
our miningdelds!? Big Be^d will have 
a big end yot.'' It was publicly staled 
^ho otbpr ^jrening, by a gentleman whose 
WMd'^te^ au .anthorlty, that he knew a 



miner who had made his pilo there since 
Ji:ly. In addition, tho numerous mines of 
coal, copper aud silver must begin to tcll 
upon tho Colony. These cannot bo 
wrought without largo companies. Un- 
fortunately, more interest has boon mani- 
fested for the getting up of the company 
than for the getting up of the coal, coi|peri 
or silver. The sbares have brieii"°niadei' 
&''ffiPJXni9r.l?!l^ ; viBiD^;.honc(B,^we»hay^.^b 
afraid to "touch, taste, ot handle anything 
with " company on tbe 'fuee of it."^ JLllte 
burnt children," we not only feor the fire 
but dread. th0>.heat;V [Another drawback 
Is the fact that some who bavo got hold 
of our best things — too poor in capital to 
develoj) them, and too pecuniary in inclina- 
tion to divide them among tlioso who 
eauld — sit siieriily shepherding their 
claims, as if expecting an earth- 
qiiako to overturn iho seams and ship 
the t'.ousoro. Thus, although wo hear 
of Comox coal mines, wa never get a sight of 
Comos:oQ(il' .Ub.\4LQjreU.ei«t9, and itLoiuinot^ba. 
repeated too often, that the couEitry diatriots 
have been steadily improving. The plains 
aloog the Eraser, the. Buonaparte, Iba Harti- 
HOD, the Sb'Dswap aDditbe Tbompidn are- 
spotied with rauobee, and the fields with 
cattle that are the Onest in the world. Wonld 
ihoBo whose speech is a perpetual groni be.- 
liove now, that even on thia little island, 
with its low patches of prai.-io land, not to 
he compared to tbu wiJe and fertile stroiches 
beyond ibe Ua-cado ratige, the pre-cinptioni 
have increased reyHlarli/, ut the rate o( 120 
eiory year, Sultlera liava been gatherin;; 
from lllinoie, VViscousiu, Oregon, and oven 
tbo Sound. Tbey are rejoicing iu a climate 
which preserves their laiuiiies in health, and 
in the prices of produce, wbioh promise 
wcahb. . IbeD again we. have, /fisheries, but 
few fisbermeo, and spars 'and lumber enoagh 
to build all tbe fleets of the world. All 
these form a com'forlable prbepedt. Many of 
oar miners have gone to San Franoisco, but 
merely becanso they had heavy belts and 
wished to purehase a winter's pleasure and 
excitemont. They will bo back wilh their 
companions in tho spriog, Thoaa also who 
have settled on farma are urging their rela- 
tions to jnin Ihcra in what tbey desoribo to 
be tho lest iilacs thcij have struck yel. The 
colony is j;rowing, uM grow, and even the 
real estalo agents need only sit and smoko a 
while, to awaken and find themselves rich.
